The  tall  Cowboys  from  the 
plains  of  Laramie  were  sighted, 
roped,  and  tamed  Saturday 
night  to  the  tune  of  74-48  before 
9,578  happy  fans  at  the  Field- 
house.  The  win  was  number 
three  in  the  Conference  and  the 
Cats’  11th  in  14  outings. 

Although  the  resounding  de- 
feat was  a brilliant  team  effort, 
little  Tom  Steinke  stood  out 
victory  with  22  big  points.  He 
was  aided  by  Ed  Pinegar  with 
14;  Blaine  Anderson,  13;  and 
Herschel  Pedersen  with  11. 

Tiny  Terry  Tebbs,  who  only 
potted  six  points,  played  an 
outstanding  team  game,  as 
time  and  again  he  drove  in 
for  what  looked  like  a shot 
attempt,  only  to  pass  off  to 
one  of  his  unguarded  team- 
mates for  the  two-pointer. 

Wyoming’s  only  bright  light 
was  little  Joe  Capua,  who 
scored  13,  even  though  he 
shot  30  times. 

Although  the  ’Pokes  jumped 
off  to  a 4-0  lead,  Pinegar 
dumped  in  a layup,  Steinke  con- 
nected on  a jump,  Pedersen 
made  a free  throw  and  followed 
up  a rebound  to  give  the  Cou- 
gars a 7-4  margin;  one  they 
never  relinquished. 

Capua  and  Dave  Bradley  tried 
to  keep  the  Cowboys 
game,  but  the  Cats,  behind  the 
efforts  of  Pedersen,  Pinegar, 
and  Steinke  increased  their 
margin  to  33-22  at  halftime. 

The  second  half 
smooth-working  Brighams 
jump  their  lead  to  44-27  on  a 
push  by  Tebbs,  Steinke’s  one- 
handed  thrust,  Pinegar’s  foul 
shot,  and  a pair  of  free  throws 
by  Blaine  Anderson. 

With  the  score  standing  at 
54-32,  the  Cougars  sounded 
the  death  knell  for  the  taller 
Cowboys  as  Steinke  tallied  on 
five  straight  jump  shots  and 
Tebbs  pilfered  the  ball  from 
Capua  and  laid  up  another 
two-pointer. 

The  subs  entered  the  game 
with  four  minutes  to  play  and 
held  the  ’Pokes  scoreless  while 
tallying  six  points.  Willard  Hir- 
schi  made  a layup  and  free 
throw  at  the  final  buzzer. 

The  Cougars  kept  hot  on  the 
trail  of  Utah  for  the  Confer- 
ence lead,  as  both  teams  are 
undefeated,  while  for  Coach  Ev 
Shelton’s  punchless  ’Pokes,  the 
e-sided  romp  virtually  elim- 
inated Wyoming  from  the  race.

Thanks  to  a last  half  rally, 
the  Brigham  Young  University 
basketball  team  won  their  sec- 
ond league  start  this  season,  de- 
feating Colorado  A&M  Friday 
night,  61-49,  on  the  Provo  court. 

The  men  of  Stan  Watts,  who 
got  off  to  a slow  start,  pulled 
away  from  the  Aggies  midway 
in  the  final  half  to  win  their 
10th  game  this  season,  com- 
pared to  three  setbacks. 

The  Cougars  scored  the 
game’s  first  bucket,  but  for 
five  minutes  after  that,  were 
unable  to  muster  another 
point  through  the  hoop,  while 
Colorado  A&M  was  picking 
up  ten  points. 

The  Cougars  held  a two  point 
edge  at  halftime,  thanks 
John  Benson’s  three  point  play 
in  the  final  14  seconds  cf  the 
half.  Benson’s  first  two  points 
of  his  three  point  play,  came  on 
a follow  up  of  Tom  Steinke’s 
miss-directed  shot.  In  thb  pro- 
cess of  his  follow  up,  Benson 
was  fouled,  and  added  a free 
throw  to  put  the  Provo  men 
ahead  at  the  half,  30-2a. 

Colorado  A&M,  playing  a 
slow  moving  game  on  offense, 
played  it  nip  and  tuck  with  the 
Cougars  until  the  final  nine 
minutes  of  play. 

Then  like  lighting,  the 
Cougars  started  to  fast  break 
the  Aggies,  until  it  was  evi- 
dent that  the  Coloradans 
were  unable  to  keep  pace 
with  the  Wattsmen.  During 
the  storm,  Terry  Tebbs, 
BYU’s  All-American  candi- 
date, poured  in  eight  points, 
before  being  taken  out  of  ac- 
tion in  the  final  minute  and 
half  of  play. 

Tebbs  ended  the  evening  high 
point  man  for  the  Cougars, 
dumping  in  18  points.  Also  hit- 
ting double  figures  for  the  Cats, 
were  Tom  Steinke  with  14 
markers,  Ed  Pinegar  with  12 
digits,  and  Herschel  Pedersen 
with  10  points. 

A crowd  of  8,757  also  saw 
Colorado’s  Stanley  Albert  hit 
for  18  points.  Two  teammates, 
Gary  Hibbard,  and  Boyd 
Grant,  collected  13  and  12 
points,  respectively,  while 
Jack  Bryant  got  6,  the  only 
other  Aggie  to  score.
